LONDON, May 28.—Another contingent 
of the American Medical Corps arrived 
in England today.

The official statement was issued by 
the British War Office today with the 
object of showing America’s complete 
participation in the war and its’ ability 
to give immediate powerful aid. It re- 
fers to the draft bill, which will give 
an army of 2,000,000 men, and says there 
are prospects of the greatest success. of 
the loan of which $750,000,000 already has 
been advanced to the entente allies. 

The statement declares that flotillas

Kentucky, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Alabama Report Loss of 
Property and Lives. 


MEMPHIS, May 2—Reports today 
from the devastated territory in the four 
Bouthern States swept by tornadoes yes- 
terday and last night placed the number 
of deaths at 103 and the injured at more 
than 36. Telegraph and telephone com- 
munication to many points had not been 
restored, but information sent to the 
larger towns indicated that property 
damage was heavy. 

The tornadoes took their heaviest toll, 
apparently, in the country around Hick- 
man,%ry., Where # persons were report- 
o6 killéd and more than 68 injured. 
Bedwell, Bondurant, Clinton and Led- 
ford were among the towns reporting 
losses. In Mississippi County, Northeast 
Arkansas, 10 dead’and 29 injured were 
reported.

Detail Worries Volunteers, but Discipline Rules, 
and Soon They Become Cogs in Well- 
Directed Organization—State Chairman Is 
Real Executive and Knows Her Work.

“This casing is an eighth of an inch 
too wide. It is well we discovered it 
early in the day or he’d have had that 
many more to rip out. And lock stitch- 
ing is not easy to rip.’’ She was a cap- 
tain, speaking to her squad of 10 wom- 
en sewing in one of the 14 fence-inclosed 
sections of the big Red Cross factory 
room at Tenth and Locust streets. 

A whisper of dissent, almost a grum- 
ble, went over the group. “If we are 
not competent to make so simple a thing 
as a hem to suit them, I think we'd bet- 
ter all go home," a capable looking 
woman who probably has graduated her 
granddaughters in the art of stitching a 
hem, said to her neighbor. But the cap- 
tain proceeded pleasantly with her or- 
der. 

‘*Hereafter, each lady will measure her 

hem with this gage cut by the original 
pattern made according to specifica- 
tions demanded by headquarters."’ 
It was just as simple to make it cor- 
rectly as it had been to do it incorrect- 
ly and the rest of the day the 10 of us 
sat peacefully measuring and basting 
a hem that was precisely and uniformly 
three-fourths of an inch wide. 


Detail Checks Patriotic Fervor. 


The variation of an eighth of an inch 
in the hem of a cambric helmet or an- 
esthetic mask such as we were making 
that day may seem an immaterial de- 
tail to the woman who left home in the 
morning fired with patriotic zeal, exalt- 
ed with the sense that she was doing 
something for her country. Probably 
thus inspired, her imagination had taken 
flight and she could picture the work 
of her hand saving the life of a stricken 
soldier in Europe. Maybe, her vision 
expanding, she could almost see her- 
self in the becoming uniform of a nurse 
raising a wounded man just back of the 
firing line, and possibly her emotions 
were aroused to the point where she 
had about decided to enlist as a nurse 
and embark with the next hospital unit. 

Then to have her fine fervor 
checked by a mistake of an eighth 
of an inch in a hem! Impatiently 
she wonders how the great results 
are to be accomplished if they stop 
to consider such details. 

But impelled by the power ef dis- 
cipline and co-operation prevailing all 
around, she stitches on and 4:30 comes 
and the shop closing bell sourds be- 
fore she is ready for it. The general 
forewoman, the chairman of the 
group with which she has worked and 
the four captains under her are in- 
specting the articles completed seeing 
that not a basting thread’ remains, 
that not a suspicion of a fringe pro- 
trudes from the French felled seam, 
that the facing of the oval opening 
in the face of the mask lies flat and 
smooth, that there is not a pucker in 
the hem.: ‘Now they are being count-

Already it had been noised about how 
the previous day 800 suits of pajamas 
had been made by the Woman's Club, 
occupying the entire room.

and democratization developed when a 
great army is properly organized, offi- 
cered and disciplined until it becomes 
a single purposed machine, each little 
cog and link doing its little part so that 
the whole may co-ordinate. 

Results show that there is an organi- 
zation comparable in many ways to that 
of the regular army in the local chap- 
ter of the Red Cross. In this sewing 
factory 46,000 garments were completed 
within five weeks previous to the sailing 
of the last hospital unit. The unit was 
completely equipped by the local chapter 
and furnished when they departed with 
a letter of credit for $2000. 

Since that date, in nine working days, 
1080 more complete suits of pajamas 
were finished in this work room. 

And this is only one branch of the 
work. There is evidence of the hand 
of a great executive—and one has only 
to come in contact with Mrs. Frank V. 
Hammer, state chairman, to feel that 
hers is the hand. 


Chairman Is Real a es 


In the ante-room of a suite of offices 
in the Syndicate Trust Building I await- 
ed my turn for an interview by special 
appointment. I found her looking very 
much as when I have met her before, 
quite as daintily gowned, if anything, 
more severely well groomed, not a hair 
of her marcelle wave out of place, but 
with a flow of language concentrated 
and limited to the subject of Red. Cross. 
And how she can elucidate that sub- 
ject. With the aid of a comprehensive 
map upon the wall to illustrate as she 
went along, she put more information 
into a W-minute interview than any- 
one I’ve ever interviewed, and I've in- 
terviewed a good many. I felt the need 
of a knowledge of shorthand, for she 
talks rapidly, wastes never a word nor 
repeats herself. 

To mention briefly 
branches of the work 
touched, there is, first, the nurses 
training course being conducted at 
Barpes Hospital, St. Louis University 
and at the Y. W. C. A. by instructors 
sent from Washington headquarters. 
The classes making surgical dressings 
under the direction and strict espionage 
of experts and Government officers. The 
cominittee on relief of dependents of 
the soldiers.

Formerly Red 
Cross work for this district was adminis- 
tered from: Chicago. It is only. since 
Mrs. Hammar has been chairman that 
1we've had a State organization inde- 
pendent of the district. 

And she is to be credited not only with 
the organization and the carrying out of 
orders from headquarters at Washing- 
ton, but with the inspiration and the 
initial conception of the chapter. Be- 
fore it was formed she personally in- 
terviewed men of means and power and 
obtained a capitalization fund of $41,000 
for equipment. 

Our chairman is closely in touch with 
the national officers who, besides Pres- 
ident Wilson himself, are some of the 
greatest executives and financiers in 
the United States. Only this last week 
she was summoned to sit in the national 
war conference called at the Capital, 
and she was the only woman entitled to 
be present, all other state chairmen 
being men. 


Women Answer War Call. 


“The President, Cabinet officera, 
heads of the army anc every one in 
high official circles connected with the 
war is urging that all relief work go 
through channels of the Red Cross,” 
Mrs. Hammar remarked, ‘“‘Some of the 
most important men in the financial 
world are giving up their own interests 
to engage in administering the work at 
headquarters. But the actual manual 
labor is being done by the women of 
the country. The women have been 
called out and they are answering the 
call. We are recognized as an actual 
part of the military end of the Govern- 
ment. And do you realize that we are 
the first reserves to be called into ac- 
tion? We are already in the field. Our 
soldiers are already serving on the bat- 
tle fields of Furope.”’ 

Mrs. Hammar is represented in the 
actual supervision of the central 
sewing factory by her mother, Mrs. 
lL. H. Conn. Mr. Hammar also has 
Leen drafted into the service here. 
Among other daily volunteer workers 
are Mrs. John T. Davis Jr. and Mra. 
Charles Nagel, who have charge of 
the supply department, and Mrs. Mar- 
cus A. Hirsch, who is the buyer of all 
materials, from cambric and linen to 
shipping boxes and wrapping paper. 
Mrs. Hirsch, who talks in figures of 
144,000 yards and terms of 8000 sheets, 
will have to be another story all by 
herself. 

It isn't always an easy task to shop, 
even on a small stale, with a reason- 
able amount of one’s own money at 
one’s disposal, if we are to believe some 
of the tired shoppers we meet in the 
course of a bargain day. But Mrs. 
Hirsch does much of her shopping with- 
out money. How she induces great 
wholesalers to contribute large consign- 
ments of goods and factories to contrib- 
ute the cutting out by machinery of 
garments in hundred-dozen lots, is a 
mystery to everyone else, so they are 
letting Mrs. Hirsch do it all. 

Horace Swope also is a daily volunteer 
worker behind the scenes at this head- 
quarters. 


Red Cross Machine With Soul. 


There are several paid workers, a fore- 
woman equipped with factory experi- 
ence, & superintendent of sewing ma- 
chines, clerks and secretaries. But al! 
the sewing is done by volunteers. The 
aystem by which every division its kepi 
filled with workers every day is fm- 
teresting. The 14 divisions with epaco 
for 20 workers each are apportioned to 
groups already organized, such as clubs, 
church sewing circles, philanthropic, 
civic, suffrage and fraternal ‘socicties. 
Each group is assigned two regula: 
days a month at two week intervals. A 
captain is appointed for every 10 wom.- 
en and a chairman for each group who 
is held accountable for attendance. A 
roster is kept and those not regular in 


attendance are quickly replaced by those 


| 


who will be regular. There is also an 
arrangement for individual volunteery. 

With the machine perfectly construc*- 
ed, well olled and engineered, and a 
system worked out with mathematical 
precision to the fraction of an inch, as 
we have seen, these women volunteers 
may be but the cogs in the wheels, but 
they also may be seen to be as impor- 
tant as the proverbial links of the chain. 
And being but part of a machine does 
not keep them from being as human as 
can be. The Red Cross is one machine 
that has a soul. 

Conversation around the table where | 
sewed proved how the war is having its 
influence upon the most intimate, per- 
sonal affairs of women. One woman 
caused consternation by remarking that, 
now that home-grown berries are in the 
market, she must get some for pre- 
serves. 

“What,” exclaimed a chorus. 
serves, with sugar the price it is!” 

“Oh, I have a barrel of sugar,’’ replied 
the first speaker, triumphantly. “My 
husband gave it to me for an annivers- 
ary present.”’

My 
son left on a troop train for Chicamau- 
ge. and the next morning the papers re- 
ported that the train had been wrecked 
and many® killed. Half an hour after 
we read of it a telegram came saying 
our boy was safe, but I tell you we 
lived years fm that half hour.” 

“None of my family is concerned in 
this war, but I lived through the Civil 
War. My husband was standing just 
outside the tent when Lee surrendered 
to Grant. He had to step aside to let 
Gen. Lee pass into the tent.” was a 
gray-haired woman's bid for attention. 


War Does Women Great Good. 


During the afternoon a truck loaded 
with a First Regiment band, ‘'Car- 
mack’s Fighting Cocks,"’ according to 
the legend on the drum, out on a re- 
cruiting expedition drew up and sere 
naded us. The women stood up and 
cheered, waving pajama legs or any- 
thing at hand. And there was many a 
wet cheek to be surreptitiously wiped 
as the music died away. 

‘There is Mrs. D-———-. with her apron 
on,”’ said a woman in my hearing. “She 
Cresses so simply, yet she always pro- 
tects her gown with an apron. The 
other day such a fussy, over-dressed 
woman was criticizing her for it. ‘If 
I had as much money and as many 
servants as Mrs. D * she sald, ‘Td 
send one of my maids down to sew in 
my place.’ I notice the aflly little 
thing is much more sensibly dressed to- 
‘day. Mrs. D -—"s exainple is doing 
her good. This work is a great leveler 
JT tell you, my dear." “A great deal of 
good comes of war, especially to wom- 
en,”’ agreed her listener. 

I had been admiring the back of a 
beautifully dressed head of hair. It

Some- 
body referred to the owner as Mrs. 
Pierce and sald she was the grandmoth- 
er of Mies Katherine Pierce, a debu- 
tante of the season.

SUNK: 133 ABDARD 
REPORTED LOST 


Vessel Said to Have Gone Down 
in Five Minutes, Only One 
Boat Getting Away.

SHIP BROKE IN 


Eizaguirre, 4300 Tons, Had 
Sailed From Barcelona for Ma- 
nila by Way of Cape Town. 


LONDON, May 28.—Forty-eight pas- 
sengers and 85 members of the crew 
of-the Spanish steamer C de Eiza- 
gulrre are believed to have perished 
as a result of the sinking of the ves- 
sel. 

A dispatch received by Reuters 
Telegram Co., the date of origin of 
which has not been made public, re- 
ports the loss of the Kizaguirre. 

The dispatch says that, according 
to the second officer, the steamer 
sank in five minutes. He was 
awakened by a great noise and 
rushed to the deck and tried to get 
passengers into his boat, but the 
boat was swept away and almost 
simultaneously the steamer broke in 
half. He saw no other boats afloat! 
except that in which he and the other 
survivors escaped. They were dressed 
in the scantiest of attire and were 
compelled ceaselessly to bail the boat. 
Among the 48 passengers missing is 
the Spanish Consul. at Colombo, Cey- 
lon. The French engineer of the ship 
was picked up after clinging fo the 
wreckage for 30 hours. 


The Spanish steamer C de Eiza- 
guirre, a vessel of 4376 tons gross, 
owned by the Cia Transatlantica of 
Barcelona, was last reported as hav- 
ing left that port in April for Manila 
by way of Capetown. 

25,000 Persons at Madrid Demonstra- 
tion in Favor of Allies, 

MADRID, May 28.—The long ex- 
pected assembling of the elements in 
Madrid favorable to the entente al- 
lies was held yesterday morning at 
the plaza De Turcs. There was great 
enthusiasm on the part of the as- 
semblage, estimated at 25,000 persons. 
A counter demonstration by German- 
ophiles was forbidden by the author- 
ities, 

Conspicuous among the decorations 
of the great bull ring were the names 
of 36 torpedoed Spanish vessels, in 
‘huge letters. The speakers included 
all the leaders of the Progressive 
party in Spain, 

Miguel Unamuno, former rector of 
Salamanca University, provoked thun- 
derous applause when he declared 
that the liberal objects of the allies 
in the war were demonstrated by the 
entry into it by the “great American 
democracy.” 

The meeting concluded after the 
adoption of a resolution asking the 
Premier to make public a declara- 
tion of Spain's sympathy with the al- 
lies. Some disturbances were caused 
by Germanophiles when the crowd 
was disbanding.

GERMANY TELLS WHY IT 
WILL ATTACK RELIEF SHIPS 


Note Says That Protection of Beigtan 
Veasels Would Mean . Suspension 
of Attack on Days They Sail. 
AMSTERDAM, May %.-—The Nord 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, a copy of 
which has been received here. contains 
German's reply to the request of the 
Belgian Relief Commission, made 
through the Dutch Government, that 
the commission’, vessels now in England 
should not be attacked on the voyage 
from the Thames to Rotterdam and 

back. 

Germany rejects the proposal, saying 
it would mean the suppression of sub- 
marine warfare on the days the vessels 
were passing through the barred area, 
as this would be the only way of exciud- 
ing the possibility of-firing on the ships 
through mistaken identity, while the 
British on the same days would be 
enabled without danger to get fovd 
transports from Holland. 

Germany proposed that the commission 
charter steamers of the Zeeland line and 
use these with their prescribed markings 
as escorts for relief vessels on the 
Southwold-Flushing route.

RIO DE JANEIRO, May %.-—-The Com- 
r.ittee on Foreign Relations in the Bra- 
zilian Congress has drafted @ measure 
recommending the cancellation of the 
decree Of Apri! %, 1917, whigh declare’ 
the neutrality of Brazil in the war be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
President Braz, under the bill, would be 
authorized to take necessary steps for 
the carrying out of this law ¥ gn to put 
Into practice the acis which result from 
the cessation of neutrality. 

The Brazilian Foreign Minister Satur- 
day presented to Congress a messag? 
signed by President Braz, in which it i+ 
stated that the sinking of Brazilian mer- 
chantmen by German submarin*s 
obliges the Government to take meas. 
ures of defense against the Teuton €- 
toats. The utilization, but not confisce - 
tion, of German vessels interned in Bra- 
gillian seaports’ is suggested. 

President Bras'’s Statement, 

The text of the message follows: 

“I have the honor to bring today |» 
your knowledge confirmation of the ir- 
formation which we have received from 
the Brazilian legation at Paris concern- 
ing the sinking of another Brazilian 
merchantman by the German. subma- 
rine. 

“The entire nation is cognizant of-the 
attitude which this Government adopt- 
ed when Germany anncunced to all neu- 
trala the establishment of a submarine 
blockade, restricting as it did the free- 
dom of the seas and extending withorit 
distinction to countries not engaged w 
the conflict the most violent process yf 
warfare. The Brazilian Governmeyt 
then formulated . protest and, after tae 
sirking of the steamship Parana, bro<e 
off diplomatic relations with Germany. 

“Today. the sinking of a second steam- 
ship without warning and the menace of 
decreasing constantly our shipping and 
foreign conmimerce obliges the Govern- 
ment to put into practice measure wuf 
Gefense to be suggested by the high ad- 
visers of the national Congress 

‘However, the Government, in submit- 
ting this matter for your consideration. 
does not attempt to escape the responsi - 
bility which is incumbent upon it, o 
to give frankly its opinion ~— it istite 
duty to de. 

Utilization of Pi 

“The utilization of the German mer- 
chantment interned ir. Brazilian seaports 
appears urgent to the Government. The 
idea of confiscation, however, is excludd- 
ed, this being repugnant to the apirit of 
our laws a& weil as to the general feel- 
ing of the country. 

“The utilization of these ships will be 
found to te justified by the principle of 
the convention signed at The Hague tr 
October, 1907. The veasele will be held 
without compensation until we have 
been able to verify whether they are 
properties of a private character (whien 
even in time of war muset be reapected 
and which Brazil will do), or if they be- 
long to enterprises having some connet- 
tion with the German Government. 

“Whatever method is adopted it is a 
sential that the Government cannot gui - 
fer any delay tn taking measures whien 
are imposed at the same time by tite 
public interest and by the dignity of the 
nation. WENCESLAO BRAZ.”’

GERMANS CARRIED OFF 


Canals Obstructed, Locks and 
Boats Destroyed — Work 
Ahead for Americans. 


PARIS, May 2%.—Albert Claveille, Un- 
der Secretary of Transportation, who 
now has charge of all transportation in 
the zone of the French armies up to 
the front, as well as the rear, has just 
returned from an inspection of the rail- 
roads, canals and highways in the re- 
gion recently evacuated by the Ger- 
mans. “ 

“The Germans carried off the steel 
rails and the railroad ties,”’ said Cla- 
veille to the Associated Press. ‘The de- 
struction of the railroad lines was about 
as methodical and complete as might 
be imagined. All highway as well as 
railroad bridges were badly damaged 
or destroyed, as were turntables, water 
tanks and switch mechanisms. Even 
articles which would have been of no 
advantage or comfort to our army were 
taken away, which seems to indicate 
that there is a pressing need in Ger- 
many for everything in the shape of

They should bring not only the required 
tools, now unobtainable here, but also 
laborers familiar with that kind of 
work and capable of quick productive 
efforts. The equipment in tools should 
be threefold the normal supply for a 
regiment of engineers. : 
“The reopening of the canals is most 
important. They must be made ready 
for traffic immediately in order to re- 
lieve the congestion on railroad lines 
near the front. 
Skilled Workmen Needed. 
“The American engineers may be of 
immense service to us in this work as 
well as in rebuilding the ralroads. I 
want to point out in this connection that 
in view of the present situation all units 
of engineers formed in the United States 
should be autonomous and complete in 
order to be of maximum utility; that is, 
they should bring the necessary hand 
labor. Only inefficient and unskilled 
workmen are available here now. Above 
all, quick workers are needed. 
“If America could send us a coal min- 
ing contingent in addition to the engi- 
neering corps for railroad and canal 
work it would be a great boon to us. It 
should be headed by men capable of 
directing necessary repairs to mines and 
of organizing intens#fied production, and 
should comprise coal miners, lacking 
here now. The great advhntage in this 
would be to release for transportation 
and other necessities ships now bringing 
coal to France.”’

ERBERT C. HOOVER, head of the newly organized Food Board of 
the Council of National Defense, is confronted by a task as big as 
the one which he performed, to the admiration of the world, in 


of food control is necessary—as neces- 
sary as the work of food supp.y was 
in Belgium. Everyone knows food 
prices are high, but a large part of 
the public has about reached the con- 
clusion that nothing can be done 
about this. Not everyone realizes the 
change which the war has made in 
this country’s obligations to the allied 
nations, and the fact that now Amer- 
ica must feed a large part of the peo- 
ple of England, Franee and Italy, as 
well as its own population. 

Another and an even bigger part of 
Hoover's job is to contend with organ- 
ized greed in the food trade. This is 
a force which, thus far, the powers 
of the Federal, state and city govern- 
ments have triede check, with but 
slight success. 

To gain the confidence of the pub- 
lic, which he will serve, and to inspire 
the respect and fear of those whose 
schemes are opposed to the public in- 
terest, Hoover will beyhelped by the 
record of his great work for Belgium 
and by his own remarkable capacity 
for dealing with new situations. 

Hoover is 42 years old, was born in 


™ | lowa and educated on the Pacific coast. 


He took a degree in mining engineering 
at Leland Stanford, and tried mining in 
New Mexico before he went to Austra- 
lia, in 1898, to enter the employ of a 
London firm. The next year he re- 
turned to California, married and went 
to China as chief engineer of the Chi- 
nese Imperial Bureau of Mines. He was 
in Tientsin when thé Boxer rebellion 
arose, and handled a machine gun in 
defending the city—his sole item of mil- 
itary experience. 
His Entry in the Belgian 
Relief Work Was Accidental 
Within a few years he was back with 
his former London employers, managing 
and reorganizing mines in China, South 
Africa and Australia, and, for a con- 
siderable time, in Russia. At the out- 
break of the war, in the fall of 1914, he 
was living in London, wealthy and well 
established in the technical and busi- 
ness branches of his profession. 


Only one man, perhaps, would have 
though of calling on Hoover, rather 
than on any of the other prosperous 


Americans in London, for a bit of emer- 
gency wart'me service. But the man 
who did think of it was the American 
Consul, who was besieged by his semi- 
stranded countrymen, demanding gold 
for their letters of credit and travelers’ 
checks. 

Hoover, in response to a distress cal] 
from the Consul, made a general round- 
up of the gold in the possession of his 
personal and business acquaintances, 
both Americans and Englishmen. Hoov- 
er and his friends raised about $200,000, 
which, supplemented by the relief fund 
supplied soon afterward by the Amer- 
ican Government, enabled the Ameri- 
cans to get home. 

In the same way, 
requested, Hoover took. charge of 
Belgian relief. He operated first in 
London, raising the first big consign- 
ment of food and getting it on ship- 
board before he communicated with 
the British Government. When he 
went to officialdom and was told that 
no transportation by rail or water 
could be had, Hoover replied that his 
ships were loaded, and that he was 
asking only for clearance papers.

Soon Hoover removed his seat of 
operations from London to the oc-

and where the next month’s—some- 
times the next week’s—money and 
food for the commission's work was 
to come from. Trained buyers, using 
all the tricks of the bear trader in 
North and South American markets 
were Hoover's chief lieutenants.

Money must be had be- 
yond all precedent of private gifts or 
gcvernmental appropriation. Most 
of.it had to come from the Govern- 
ments of England and France, 
taxed to their utmost to meet the 
German onslaught.

City Will Provide Music for 27 
Places From Then Until 


Sept. 1. 


These Will Be Held at Six Play- 
grounds and Parks—Hours 
of Concerts. 


Concerts provided by the Park De- 
partment will begin June 10 and con- 
tinue until Sept. 1. They will be given 
this summer in 27 parks, playgrounds 
and public places. The bands will play 
week day evenings and Sunday after- 
noons. 

It was suggested, when it was fore- 
seen that war prices were going to ex- 
ceed the annual appropriation, that the 
concerts be omitted this summer, but 
the suggestion was vetoed and the con- 
certs will be given as usual. 

The park being created on the Chris- 
tian Brothers tract will come in for a 
share of the concerts this summer. 
Three concerts have been assigned for 
the new park, at Easton avenue and 
King’s highway. 

Largest Number in Forest Park. 

As in previous years, Forest Park 
will have the largest share of con- 
certs. Twenty-four have been sched- 
uled there, beginning June 10. There 
will be 12 concerts jn Lafayette Park, 
11 in O’Fallon Park, 10 each in Caron- 
delet Park and Fairground Park, 
eight in Benton Park and six each in 
Hyde Park and Yeatman Square. Two 
extra concerts will be given on the 
Fourth of July, but Park Commis- 
sioner Cunliff has not yet decided 
where to schedule them. 

In addition to the concerts, there 
will be public dancing and music in 
six parks and playgrounds. The first 
of these will be on June 19. There 
will be four dances each at Pontiac, 
Gamble, Buder, De Soto and Columbus 
playgrounds and two at Dakota Park. 

The concerts on weeks days will be 
from 7 to 9:30 p. m. and on Sundays 
from 3:30 until 6 p. m. The dances 
will begin at 7:30 and end at 9:30 p.

200 MORE ENEMY ALIENS = 
APPLY FOR ZONE PERMITS 


Ts Now 700, About 200 More 
Than Federal Officials 
Expected, 
Nearly 200 applications for permits to 
enter the ‘“‘barred zones,”’ which will 
be closed after Friday to alien enemies 
not having such permits, were made 
today at the United States Marshal's of- 
fice.. More than 700 such applications in 
all have been made. ‘This indicates a 
larger number of alien enemy residents 
than the Federal officials expected to 
find here, it having been supposed that 
about 500 applications would be made. 
Applicants were told that they would 
‘receive letters, before Friday, contain- 
ing their permits or stating the reason 
why permits would rot be granted. 
Those who fail to get permits will be 
excluded from the greater part of the 
city. The W barred zones include the 
downtown district and most of the in- 
dustrial! district, and it is not practicable 
to get about the city without frequently 
passing through some of these zones. 
The zones are laid about different mili- 
tary headquarters and industrial estab- 
ishments needed for Government pur- 
roses, the radius being a half-mile in 
each case.

But the fact that 
we have gathered here today bears wit- 
ness to the purity of our sentiments and 
to the nobility of our sacrifices. It bears 
witness, moreover, to feelings deep 
enough to dominate events and to over- 
come grief. 

“‘As sailors on a storm night look to- 
wards a far shining light which they 
can only reach by painful and difficult 
efforts, so do we today turn our eyes 
towards our heroes. 


Results to Humanity 
“So great a war and such "Seep sor- 


rows should not be without beautiful 
results to humanity. We feel that to 
establish a fuller hyman life, a nobler 
union of mankind, we should let our- 
selves be ruled by that sense of justice 
which inspired ‘your hero, 

“Therefore, we come to this tomb to 
seek purification. His noble, austere 
figure tells us that we must bear every- 
thing in war, that we must be ever 
audacious, .and that. we.muet nevei 
shrink from a sacrifice. He conquered 
forces which seemed invincible, he dit 
mot hesitate tn the face of any danger, 
nor was any obstacle great enough to 
arrest him. But, after victory was ob- 
tained, he willed the triumph of democ- 
racy and justice. 

“Thus, too, did our national heroes 
work. Their names are as sacred to 
you as the names of your heroes are 
sacred to us. 

Necessary Way to Peace. 

“And today, at the tomb of George 
Washington, while we reaffirm our 
promise never to hesitate in war and to 
offer to our just cause our fortunes and 
our lives, we affirm solemniy that we 
look upon war as the necessary via 
dolorosa which leads to universal jus- 
tice and peace. 

“T desire to make myself the interpre- 
ter of those sentiments from which the 
House of Savoy always has derived its 
strength and which today form its 
prestige. In the name of my august 
cousin, the King of Italy, and in the 
name of all the people of Italy, I wish 
solemnly to declare, in this place sacred 
to the American nation, that we ver 
shall lay down our arms untill o ib- 
erty and the liberties of the peop who 
are suffering with us, shall be dered 
safe against all surprises and aj! vio- 
lence, and, at the same time, I affirm 
once more that our victory must be that 
of progress and of justice. 

“May the spirit of George Washington 
watch over us and light us upon our 
way.”

EASURE out 5 ounces of rice, 
wash it thoroughly and boll in 2 
cups of water with a pinch of salt. 
When sé@ft, or as some cooks say, when 
there are large bubbles or holes on the 
surface, add 2 tablespoons of butter, % 
of a cup of sugar, and the grated rind 
of 1 lemon.

Of course, Willard per- 
sonally does not get the whole amount. 


Probably Jess earns about $75,000 a year 
for himself.. He will have to pay a nice 
little income tax to the Government to 
help along the war. 

Then there igs John J. McGraw, who 
is said to have a salary of $50,000 a year. 


McGraw is baseball's highest-priced lum- 
inary. Unless he puts a good deal into 
Liberty bonds, that are not taxed, John 
must have an income on the side that 
would bring his taxable total up to the 
Willard mark.
